Persecuted oy Office Seekers. 


"The Inner Experiences of a Cabinet 


Member's Wife" is ono of the most in- 
teresting contributions to The Ladies' 
Home Journal. In a series ol letters the 
wife of a cabinet member writes to her 
sister of office seekers and of those in 
the departments. "You can have no 
idea," she anonymously declares, "how 
Henry (her husband) is persecuted by 
applicants for his influence with the 
president or with tbe heads of depart- 
ments. He really has no influence out- 
side of his own department, and he is 
wearing his sympathies into tatters lis- 
tening to tales of woe. The baddest case 
that has come under my own observa- 
tion is that of a maiden lady, fully 50 
years old, who has worked in the de- 
partments ever bince the war. Senato- 
rial influence has kept her in all these 
years, but now that the civil service re- 
forms are being introduced she is in de- 
spair, for, although perfectly compe- 
tent at her work, she never in the world 
could pass one ot those rigid examina- 
tions. She called upon me bearing a let- 
ter of introduction from Mrs. Arthur 
Folsom (Mary Allison), who married 
into one of the old families here. I don't 
know whether her family lost their 
means by the war or in some other way, 
but they did lose everything when she 
was a gay girl at tho top of society in 
both Alexandria and Washington. She 
told me about dancing in a eet of lan- 
cers opposite Abraham Lincoln, who, 
though awkward and angular in his 
dancing, seemed to enjoy it and a-lways 
had a gay word for everybody. She says 
her feeling for Mr. Lincoln was some- 
thing more than respect—it was more 
like adoration; that she has often won- 
dered if people did not feel just so to- 
ward the gieat religious prophets who 
must have spread abroad what Mr. Lin- 
coln did—an atmosphere of sympathetic 
kindness, trust, purity and nobility."

or 30 years., of his : life the man ages- 
touch more rapidly, because apart froia 
the strain 'and hardship of a profession, 
the exposure to unbealthfnl climates, 
the disappointments of fortune, he of- 
ten leads a life of dissipation and ex- 
cess which early puts its stamp upon 
liis forehead and turns his hair gray be- 
fore its time. The woman, on the other 
baud, who hns often more than her 
Eharo of anxieties, has, apart froip the 
many accidents of life," but one serious 
and inevitable danger, that of the per- 
petuation of her race, which, safely 
passed, renovates rather than ages and 
increases a woman's chance of longev- 
ity. 


From the few facts that I have ven- 


tured to put together wo may deduce, I 


,. the following conclusions, which, 


I 'trust, may be found of some interest 
by those who desire to havo a general 
view of the expectation of 'life, its real 
deration .and the possible causes of its 
length and brevity. 
" -Pirst. — That, according to the best 
authorities' of the last century,; the ex- 
treme limit of life might be 125 years 
under extraordinary and almost abnor- 
mal circumstances. 
. 
. ' . 


Second. — That the anticipation of life 


is roughly five times the time that the 
'organs of the body-rnot counting the 
brain,- which develops later — require to 
attpiu their full and absolute maturity. 
This, of course, varies not only in races, 
but in individuals, some developing 
early and some much later, even in the 
same climate and in the same family. 


Third. — That rarely, if ever, is that 


full duration achieved, owing to dis- 
ease, food, heredity, bad habits, wear 
and tear and many other causes which 
shorten life. 


Fourth.— The slower the development 


the longer may be the duration of lifo. 


I?ifth. — That all human beings are 


not born with the capacity for long life 
even under the most favorable circum- 
stances. As the organism of the human 
being is more complex than that of tho 
lower animals, so his anticipation of 
life is far more variable. 


Sixth. — That those circumstances 


which conduce to longevity are un- 
doubtedly late development, frugal hab- 
its, moderation, exemption from vicissi- 
tudes of climate and extreme of heat or 
cold, from mental worry and agitation, 
temperature in eating and drinking, 
with a fair amount of brain work when 
the brain is ready to undertake it. 


"We have all heard the well worn ax- 


iom attributed to the Psalmist that the 
"days of man are threescore and ten," 
but in Genesis vi, 3, will be found tho 
following passage, " Vet iis days shall 
be nil hundred and twenty years." 
This passage -s.eems to have been .over- 
looked, as I have rarely seen it quoted, 
although curiously enough it exactly 
corresponds to -tho theory that man 
should attain five times the period of 
reaching his 
maturity. — Nineteenth

So long as we indulge in the barbar- 


ism of footlights some strengthening of 
the points of the face may be needful. 
It- is indeed an excellent thing when 
deftly done and the material causes of 
the effect entirely hidden, as they should 
be. The clarity of a whiter tint to the 
general tone of the skin, the illumina 
tion of eye and teeth by emphasizing 
the brow and lashes and lips, the height 
ening of the color— all these things can 
be so done as to disguise the means by 
which they are done. What is the 
method actually pursued? White is laid 
all over face and shoulders in thick 
washes, like a Pierrot's mask, masses 
of black pomade load the eyebrows and 
eyelashes, great gobs of red are put' upon 
the ear lobes and on and around tho 
lips like a snapdragon, deep pink in and 
below the nostrils and on tho eyelids 
and masses of black or pnrplo beneath 
the eyes, projecting to the temples in 
arrowheads. 


All these things are perfectly visible 


to a large part of the audience and are 
disfiguring even at a distance. With an 
opera glass they are shocking. Tho ob 
jects which are obtained are the gog- 
gling of the eyes, which can bo thrown 
about with tho intensity of a darky's, 
and the display of the ivories, which 
produce a similar effect to his. For pas- 
sion to show itself in such plastered 
faces, for waves of emotion to spread 
over them and for any refinement of 
feeling to communicate itself to tho au- 
dience are as impossible as it 'would be 
to expect these things from the painted 
canvas. They cannot cry, of course, nor 
touch, nor be touched, without disaster.

Some of these have fine sound 
ing names and are recognized as famous 
recreations of- the learned. The palin- 
drome, which is a line that reads alike 
backward and forward, is one of the 
most difficult of all feats of letter jug- 
gling and has engaged the attention of 
the world's cleverest brains. 


While in exile Napoleon was asked 


by an Englishman if he thought he 
could have sacked London and replied, 
"Able was I ere I saw Elba"—the most 
skillful palindrome on record. Run tho 
letters of the reply backward if you 
would test it.

ENGLISH STUFFINGS. 


Recipes Which the Sender Says Are 


ccllent and Not Found In Books. 


Here is a recipo for turkey and chick- 


en stuffing which the sender says is very 
different in its results from those given 
in the cookbooks: 


Crumble or grate the inside of a stale 


loaf or more of baker's bread, either a 
ronnd loaf or milk bread. Add pepper 
and salt, the grated rind of a lemon and 
to a loaf half the juice; to 2 loaves, all 
of it; a little grated nutmeg, a handful 
each of finely out parsley leaves aud fiue 
•white celery leaves, thyme, sweet mar- 
joram and summer savory, using the 
leaves in preference to the ground, and 
twice the quantity of thyme as of the 
marjoram or savory. Mix all together, 
dry and fill the crops, putting all tho 
remainder into the bodies of the fowl. 
As the filling is being done add small 
pieces of good butter, which, together 
with the proper basting, will give the 
dressing sufficient moisture. 


This dressing is also excellent for 


roast leg of pork when you do not want 
to simulate duck or goose with it. • 


"The recipe for the good old English 


stuffing for ducks or geese,'' the sender 
adds, ''I never see in our cookbooks and 
do not. find it used upon my neighbors' 
tables; People spoil these birds with 
soft bread and muss.'' 


This is the old recipe for stuffing for 


geese, ducks or a leg .of pork: 


Take equal parts of parboiled potatoes 


cut into inch square cubes and onions 
cut up. Strain dry, add pepper aud salt 
and sage leaves crushed up. Prepare 
enough of the mixture to fill the pork 
or birds with it and to lay some of it 
underithem in the roasting pan. .Keep 
this extra filling under the birds. Dish 
it separately and serve it at the table 
with tho rest.—New York Sun. 


Pure Water and New Boilers. 


The corrosive power of pure water on 


new or unsealed boilers was well illus- 
trated in the city of Glasgow when a 
new water supply was introduced from 
Loch Katrine* one of the purest waters 
in the world which are available for 
city consumption. The former supply 
had been poor and calcareous, and old 
boilers were much coated with lime 
scale." To the dismay of the users those 
who had put in new boilers or new 
tubes found them rapidly corroding, 
while the old scaled and coated boilers 
remained as before. Those, too, who 
had removed overy possible trace of old 
incrustation from their old boilers by 
mechanical or chemical means, intend- 
ing thus to get, as they expected, the 
Eull benefit of pure water, were also 
badly troubled by corrosion, and even 
the old boilers as the scale was gradual- 
ly removed by the unvaryingly soft and 
pure water from the lake were more or 
less corroded when no means were taken 
to nrevont it.

FOB TOWN" IMPROTEMENT. 


What Occurred at the Meeting Ing 


£vening« 


Tho public meeting called at the 


Court-house last evening to hearth 
report of the Committee on Town Im 
provement was not attended as well as 
had been anticipated by tbe most ac 
tive ones in the project. Chairman 
Webster called the meeting to order 
stating that on the 24th of November 
quite an audience met to listen to an 
address by Congressman Newlands on 
the subject of Town Improvement 
Following the address of Mr. Newlands 
a motion was carried that a committee 
be appointed by the Chair to look into 
the suggestions offered by Mr. New> 
lauds and report at some future meet- 
ing. Chairman Webster concluded by 
saying that the committee was now 
ready to report and the report was in 
order. He now called upon Dr. Stubbs, 
Chairman of the Committee, to present 
the report. 


Dr. Stubbs then reviewed the work 


of the committee, explaining how in- 
formation and data had been obtained 
relating to public improvement, the 
organization of improvement clubs or 
organization • consisting 
of a 10,000 


club or a 100,000 club membership. 
The Doctor told how tho committee 
bad divided the work and had formu- 
lated their report with a view that in 
all things there should be an inter- 
change of ideas and discussion as to 
the best methods to be pursued in car- 
rying out the project of beneficial and 
permanent improvement.

amble and Constitution for the Reno 
Improvement Society:

Desiring to promote tbe personal 


and social welfare of each and all who 
reside in, or adjacent to the town of 
Reno, county of Washoe, State of 
vada; believing earnestly in the intel- 
lectual, moral and social worth of 
neatness, order, taste, beauty, comfort 
and health in the organization and life 
of our municipality; with a firm pur- 
pose to advance, so far as we may be 
able, the business and industrial pros- 
perity of our community and to attract 
from year to year an ever increasing 
population of good citizens; and with 
ihe conviction that the no-operation of 
all citizsns will secure great and lasting 
benefits;
